He affirms, that the Emperour is reduc’d to 
fuch Straits, that he can hardly do any thing, either 
for himfelf or his Allies, in any Quarter. For, {peak- 
ing of the Duke of Savoy, he fays, ‘ The Emperour 
‘ is to furnifh him with 8000 Mien; bur how fhould 
* his Imperial Majefty do ir, when he dares go but 
‘ to alittle Diftance from his Capital to Hunt, for 
* fear of being carry’d off by the Hungarian Confe- 
* derates ?---- How can he fend 8000: Men to the 
* Savoyard, when he cannot fend a fingle Man to 
* augment the Army on the Rhine? ---- There is

‘Need of Troops to guard that Dutchy, which 
‘ would not fail, were it not kept under by Force,

* raign.----Nor can he have them from the Kingdom 
‘of Naples ; for the Germans ftand in Need of a 
* greater Number of Troops than they have in that 
‘ Kingdom, to hinder a general Revolt.
